The flute, made from the horn of a reindeer, is 
one of the first musical instruments of which we 
have any knowledge. T.ater it was u>ed in Egypt 
and Rome, and in Greece became the instrument of 
fn.-iiion from its adoption by Alcibiades. In Rome 
the llnte became the only instrument u-ed for reli-
